Switzerland.  The  Switzerland  Federal  Bureau  of  Public  Health  has  proposed  to  update 
their  Foodstuffs  Ordinance,  Chapter  16  concerning  eggs  in  particular,  as  it  regards 
the  definition  of  quality  classifications  and  weight  categories,  as  well  as  the 
package  and  labeling  provisions.  The  relevant  ECE  standard  has  been  largely  taken 
into  account. 

Ivory  Coast  Desires  Mixed  Container  Loads

Japanese  Trade  Package. 

On  May  28,  1982,  the  Japanese  government  announced  an  "Eight-Point  Trade 
Liberalization  Package."  The  May  trade  package  included  the  elimination  of  tariffs 
on  96  items  along  with  the  reduction  of  tariffs  on  119  products  including  17 
agricultural  items  (chocolate  confectionary,  pastry,  lemon  juice,  etc.) 

In  addition  to  tariff  reductions,  the  Japanese  government  also  announced  the  increase 
of  import  quotas  on  four  agricultural  items  which  included  herring,  processed  pork, 
canned  pineapple  and  hi-test  molasses.  The  number  of  tobacco  retailers  selling 
imported  products  is  also  to  be  significantly  increased.  This  new  program  will  take 
effect  at  the  beginning  of  Japan's  next  fiscal  year,  April  1,  1983.  Anyone  wishing 
additional  information  on  this  matter  should  contact  the  Agricultural  Department, 
Japan  Trade  Center,  230  North  Michigan  Avenue,  Chicago,  Illinois  60601,  phone:

Tv/o  Food  Additives  Restricted  in  Japan. 

The  Japanese  Ministry  of  Health  and  Welfare  has  restricted  two  food  additives.  The 
additives  -  Butyl  Hydroxy  Anisole  and  Potassium  Bromate  are  being  restricted  because 
laboratory  tests  have  indicated  they  may  be  carcinogenic. 
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
